Personal Letters—Children Enjoined
to Bo Charitable—Estate Said to Be

$200,000.

A Washingion special to 8 New York
paper Thinrsday sald:

loove leiters passed Letween WIIl-
iam . Robinson, Iawyer, author, edu-
cator and clergyman. and hia two
wives never will be read except by his
children If the letter comply with the
terms of his will, flled here today.
More than half a century old are the
misgives from his first wife, and he
characterizes them as “sacred,” while
the letters received frim his second
wife, who was Ultima Marie Smi*h
of New York clty, are none the less
cherished as "private possessionms.’™

Hoth wives are dead. The will pro-
vides that the testiator's body be Ir-
cloand in lead and placed on the shelf
in the tomb between the caskete of
“my two beloved wivea” at Norwich,
Conn,, wherae Dr. Robinson was born
in 1834.

Dr. Robinson was dean of the law
schpol of the Cathollc university of
smerica in Washington, and in his will
he lssues stringent Instructions 1o
prospective guardisns of his childran
Lthat they be trained In the Cathoiig
faith. Dr. Robinson was ordained to
the Episcopal ministry in New York
city in 1857,

‘The estate of Dr. Robinson will ap-
proximate §$200,000, He sayas: "I be-
Heve property of all kind and ability
to acquire it ara gifts of God,” and
therefore directs that his six children
contribute te Catholle charitable in-
=stltutions any monay in excess of
"necessary amounts te s=upport my
children and their children.”

Professor Robinson’s only surviving
brother, Frank A, Robinson of Nor-
wich. sald Thursday that §200,000 was
too hlgh an estimate of the estate,
as his brother had Invested much of
it in trust for the menefit of his sur-
viving childaren, three by each mar-
riage.
